it  into  our  hands  at  least  a  week  before  delivery  is  wanted.  In 
this  way  the  order  will  receive  more  careful  attention,  be  packed, 
and  marked  for  delivery  to  the  customer  at  such  time  as  he  may 
specify.

DELIVERIES.  We  make  no  charge  for  delivery  of  general  orders 
to  customers  within  the  City  and  to  the  Freight  Stations  for  ship¬ 
ment  to  outside  points,  the  purchaser  paying  the.  freight  charges. 

PARCEL  POST.  No  extra  charge  for  postage  on  small  Vegetable 
Seeds  at  prices  in  this  List  by  the  ounce,  quarter-pound  and 
pound;  but  for  Peas,  Beans,  Corn,  Onion  Sets  and  other  goods 
add  8  cents  for  the  first  pound  and  1  cent  for  each  additional 
pound,  or  10  cents  for  the  first  quart  and  2  cents  for  each  addi¬ 
tional  quart,  to  cover  cost  of  mailing.

SPRAYING  SUGGESTIONS 

There  are  four  distinct  classes  of  insects  or  diseases  to  be  fought: 

(1)  Scale,  the  chief  of  which  is  San  Jose  Scale,  produced  by  sucking  insects. 

(2)  Cliewing  insects,  such  as  potato  bugs,  cabbage  and  tomato  worms,  caterpillars,  coddling-moth,  etc. 

(3)  Mildew,  blight,  rot,  mold  and  other  fungous  diseases. 

(4)  Sucking  insects,  such  as  aphis,  plant  lice,  leaf  hoppers,  thrips,  etc. 

Having  determined  the  disease,  the  remedies  are:  For  No.  1,  Scalecide,  or  Lime-Sulphur  solution.  For  No.  2,  Arsenate  of 
Lead,  Calcium  Arsenate  or  Paris  Green.  For  No.  3,  Bordeaux  in  some  form,  Sulfocide,  or  Lime-Sulphur,  summer  strength. 
For  No.  4,  Nicotine  Sulphate  as  in  Black  Leaf  40,  Lotol  or  Tobacco  Dust. 

Sometimes  two  objects  can  be  accomplLshed  in  one  operation.  For  instance,  the  lime-sulphur  solution  is  now  known  to 

act  against  fungous  diseases  also  and  may  be  used,  summer  strength,  with  arsenate  of  lead  for  spraying  against  both  No.  2 

and  No.  3.  Another  very  successful  combination  is  the  use  of  arsenate  of  lead  and  bordeaux  in  one  solution.  Both  are  based 
on  a  fifty-gallon  solution,  and  after  you  have  made  your  bordeaux  solution  according  to  formula,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  add 
the  proper  proportion  of  arsenate  of  lead  and  thus  in  one  grand  operation  accomplish  both  objects.  No.  2  and  No.  3.  Manufac¬ 
turers  have  now  mechanically  combined  Arsenate  of  Lead  or  Paris  Green  Avith  Bordeaux  and  the  residting  compounds,  which 
are  satisfactory  in  every  way,  are  much  more  convenient  for  the  average  grower  than  to  undertake  to  make  the  mixture  one’s 

self.  These  compounds  are  listed  belOAV  under  Pyrox  and  Pestroy.  To  these  may  be  added,  when  aphis  or  other  sucking 

insects  are  present.  Black  Leaf  40  at  the  rate  of  %  pound  to  50  gals.,  and  thus  accomplish  No.  4  object  as  Avell  as  Nos. 
2  and  3. 

CALCIUM  CASEINATE  used  in  spraying  solutions  as  a  spreader  and  sticker,  greatly  increases  the  etficacy  of  the  spray. 

Use  1  lb.  to  50  gallons  of  spray.  (Directions  on  package).  Prices  \Vz  Ihs.,  $.40;  5  lbs.,  $1.00. 

No.  1.  The  chief  disease  under  this  head  is  San  Jose  Scale.  The  spraying  for  this  must  be  done  when  the  trees  are 

dormant,  that  is,  after  the  leaA'es  fall  in  the  autumn  and  before  the  growth  starts  in  the  spring.  Use  one  of  the  following: 

LIME  SULPHUR.  The  old  standard  remedy  for  scale.  We  can  furnish  the  liquid  or  powder  preparation. 

PoAvder.  (Dormant  spraying,  use  1  lb.  to  4  gallons  of  Avater).  Prices:  Pound,  $.30;  5  pounds,  $1.25;  10  pounds,  $2.00; 

25  lbs.,  $4,00;  50  lbs.,  $7.00;  100  lbs.,  $12.50.

“SCALECIDE”  (Miscible  Oil).  The  use  of  miscible  oil  is  increasing.  Experiments  have  shOAAUi  it  to  be  as  effective  as  lime- 

sulphur  against  scale,  more  economical,  and  pleasanter  to  AA'ork  Avith.  It  may  be  combined  Avith  other  materials  for  con¬ 

trolling  other  pests  Avith  one  spraying  operation.  (Use  1  gallon  to  15  gallons  of  Avater. 

Prices:  Quart,  $.60;  1  gal.,  $1.50;  5  gals.,  $6.00;  10  gals.,  $10.00;  30-gal.  drum,  $26.00;  50-gal.  drum,  $38.00. 

No.  2.  Under  this  head  are  a  host  of  cheAving  insects,  some  of  them  mentioned  above.  Every  kind  of  plant  or  fruit  has 
its  particular  enemy  which  Ave  must  fight  to  the  death.  Spraying  against  these  is  done  after*  the  groAvth  starts  in  the  spring 

and  at  frequent  intervals.  The  remedies  are  all  poisons,  mostly  arsenic  compounds,  as  follOAvs: 

ARSENATE  OF  LEAD  (pOAvder).  This  is  the  most  generally  used  of  all  the  arsenic  sprays  both  for  fruit  trees  and  Aegetables. 
For  the  former  it  is  usually  applied  diluted  in  water  at  the  rate  of  1  to  1%  lbs.  in  50  gallons,  which  will  also  answer 
for  vegetables.  If  dusting  is  preferred  on  vegetables  mix  1  lb.  in  10  to  25  lbs.  Hydrated  Lime,  according  to  the  method 
of  application.  Prices:  Vz  lb.,  $.20;  1  lb.,  $.35;  4-lb.  bag,  $1.00;  case  of  24  lbs.,  $5.25. 

CALCIUM  ARSENATE  (poAvder).  More  recently  introduced  than  Arsenate  of  Lead,  it  is  superseding  the  latter  for  spraying 

vegetables  and  especially  in  the  treatment  of  potatoes  for  the  beetle.  It  is  also  taking  the  place  of  Baris  Green  for  that  pur¬ 

pose,  because  it  sticks  to  the  plant  much  longer  and  is  therefore  more  effective;  also  it  is  much  less  likely  than  Baris 
Green  to  burn  and  blight  the  vines.  Use  Calcium  Arsenate  on  your  potatoes  and  other  vegetables.  Mix  1  pound  in  25  lbs. 
hydrated  lime,  or  2  pounds  in  50  gallons  of  Avater.  Prices:  Vz  lb.,  $.15;  1  lb.,  $.25;  4  lbs.,  $.65;  24  lbs.,  $3.50. 

PARIS  GREEN  (poAvder).  ’The  first  and  best  knoAvn  remedy  for  the  potato  bug,  but  Calcium  Arsenate  is  noAV  taking  its  place 
for  that  purpose.  For  dusting,  mix  1  pound  Paris  Green  in  50  lbs.  hydrated  lime  or  land  plaster.

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No.  2  and  3  comfcined.  To  destroy  'both  chewing  insects  and  fungous  diseases  at  one  operation  you  may  combine  Arsenate 
of  Lead  with  Bordeaux  or  with  Lime-Sulphur,  summer  strength,  using  the  proportions  given  above  under  those  different  head¬ 
ings.  But  an  easier  way  is  to  use  one  of  the  following  compounds: 


PYROX  (paste,  Arsenate  of  Lead  and  Bordeaux  combined).  The  most  popular  spray  of  this  character  on  the  market.  It  is 
easy  to  use  and  wonderfully  effective  as  an  insecticide  and  a  fungicide.  For  most  fruit  trees  mix  1  pound  in  5  gallons  of 
water  and  for  potatoes,  1  to  4.

A  Beautiful  Lawn 

is  obtained  only  by  much  thought  and  a  great  deal  of  careful  attention  over  a 
period  of  years.  In  making  a  new  lawn  the  first  step  is  a  thorough  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  ground.  It  should  be  turned  to  a  depth  of  six  or  eight  inches.  If 
the  soil  is  of  a  heavy  character  there  should  be  applied  a  dressing  of  humus, 
peat  moss  or  like  material,  and  if  there  is  indication  of  a  sour  or  acid  con¬ 
dition  make  an  application  of  lime;  these  are  then  mulched  in  during  the 
further  working  to  break  up  the  ground.  Finally  go  over  it  several  times  in 
different  directions  with  a  steel-tooth  rake  until  the  soil  is  pulverized  to  a 
depth  of  two  or  three  inches.  During  this  pulverizing  process  is  the  time  to 
work  in  a  fertilizer;  we  recommend  bone  meal  or  sheep  manure,  or  a  mixture 
of  the  two.  (Stable  manure  should  never  be  used  on  lawns  as  it  is  a  prolific 
source  of  weed  seed). 

The  ground  is  now  ready  for  the  seed,  which  should  be  sown  as  evenly  as 
possible,  selecting  a  time  when  there  is  little  or  no  breeze  stirring;  tamp  or  roll 
lightly  in  order  to  set”  the  seed  and  sprinkle  moderately  each  day  when  this 
is  not  obtained  from  showers.  Sow  during  March  or  April  and  in  September 
or  October  at  the  rate  of  5  Qts.  per  1000  sq.  ft.,  or  6  Bu.  per  acre. 

Use  the  best  seed  obtainable.  If  a  ready  mixed  seed  is  used  do  not  let 
price  be  the  determining  factor ;  mixtures  can  be  sold  at  a  wide  range  of  prices 
dependent  on  the  grade  of  seed  and  the  varieties  used.  Grass  seeds  have  been 
a  matter  of  careful  study  on  our  part  for  some  years.  We  carry  in  stock  a 
number  of  varieties,  and  our  mixtures  are  made  up  of  kinds  especially  adapted 
to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  used,  and  carefully  selected  for  purity 
and  germination. 

The  established  lawn  will  need  attention  from  time  to  time  in  order  to 
keep  a  good  sod.  The  roots  need  food  and  this  should  be  supplied  by  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  a  top  dressing  once  or  twice  a  year;  bone  meal  or  sheep  manure, 
or  a  mixture  of  the  two  with  the  addition  of  10%  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia 
makes  a  very  excellent  dressing,  applying  30  lbs.  per  1,000  sq.  ft.,  or  1,200  lbs. 
per  acre.  Maintain  a  thick  setting  of  grass  by  reseeding  wherever  thin  places 
develop.  This  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  discourage  the  growth  of  weeds  and 
obnoxious  grasses. 

A  list  of  grass  seeds  and  mixtures  will  be  found  on  page  5,  and  on  page  8 
will  be  found  fertilizers  and  soil  conditioners  listed,  together  with  a  table 
suggesting  the  quantities  to  be  used.
